*From amongst the things that aren't hidden to anyone is the kufr (disbelief) and riddah 
(apostasy) of the tyrants of al salool (referencing Al Saud) and their military. From not 
judging by the Shari'ah of Allah, and working for the crusaders and supporting them in 
their war against Islam and its people, especially the mujahideen amongst them, for 
they had the upper hand in supporting all the crusades against the Muslim countries" 


Now, here they said, "From amongst the things that aren't hidden to anyone is the kufr 
and riddah of the tyrants of al salool” surprisingly here they call Al Saud, the entire 
family as tyrants and accuse them of apostasy from Islam and accused them of kufr. 


Al Saud? The Family of The Saudis, The Saud Family!? 


As in, Ibn Saud, Saud of Saudi Arabia, Faisal of Saudi Arabia, Khalid of Saudi Arabia, 
Fahd of Saudi Arabia, Abdullah of Saudi Arabia, and Salman of Saudi Arabia!? 


Especially Ibn Saud and Faisal of Saudi Arabia!? Who ruled with Shari'ah Law, accusing 
them both of being tyrants, saying that they had apostate from Islam and yet they 
didn't!? What a baseless accusation is that, to call the two rulers who ruled with 
Shari'ah Law, possibly even Saud of Saudi Arabia as tyrants and those who had kufr in 
them, yet they DID NOT! How could they have committed KUFR!? 


What makes one from Khawarij? The fatwa here says: 


For it to be correct to apply the term "Khariji" to someone, it must be consistent with them 
in one of their origins, the most prominent of which are: 

1. The flaw in the issue of faith and the relationship between work and it. They believe that 
faith does not increase or decrease! They believe that individual obligatory actions are 
abandoning all faith!

Now, this is just an example, but if we make the use of one of their characteristics, by 
applying takfir on a Muslim ruler, by calling them a disbeliever, but this Muslim ruler had 
ruled with Shari'ah Law, then this is from their characteristic and usool, (origin) and 
below I will have a fatawa from Bin Taymiyyah الله‎ 42s saying about those who align with 
their traits and hold them later down below. 


Now, explained to you what makes someone from the khawarij by following their 
characteristic, and this was said by Muhammad Al-Munajjid, May Allah preserve him. 


As clearly said, their takfir on a Muslim ruler, which they did with Ali Bin Abi Talib (25 
4i. Al'is part of their usool, their origins. They takfired Ali 44 à 5 5 with no daleel, and 
accused him of going against the legislation of Allah عزوجل‎ and rather ruling by his own 
legislation, going against the teachings of the Qur'an and what the Prophet صلى الله عليه‎ 
el» s taught the believers. Sheikh ul Islam ibn Taymiyya (4! 4435) said about this: 


“This ayah (5:44) is what khawarij use as evidence for doing takfir on the rulers who do 
not rule by what Allah has revealed, then they claim that they believe it is the Judgment 
of Allah." - Manhaj us-Sunnah 5/131. This is what they did with Ali Bin Abi Talib 4) (x25 
عَنْه‎ had ruled with his own law and not Shari'ah Law when in fact, this was a FALSE 
CLAIM! They insulted him, called him a disbeliever and this was part of their origins. 
Now, if a Muslim takfired a Muslim ruler with no basis at all, and infact make a false 
claim about them, saying they ruled as a taghüt ruler, then this is a FALSE CLAIM! and in 
fact 


they fall into the deviation of Al-Khawarij and become a kharijite. Saleh Al Fawzan said: 
"Yes, the one who takfirs the Muslims even if he didn't hold the weapon, if he holds the 
idea of the khawarij and says that it is correct, this is a khariji even if he didn't hold the 
weapon or fight the leader." What this means is, the one who takfirs the muslims, i.e the 
example | used of a Muslim takfiring a MUSLIM RULER who 


ruled with the Law of Allah Js »5e then this makes him a kharijite? How may you ask? 
This is part of the usool of Al-Khawarij, their origin and their characteristic which makes 
a Muslim fall into becoming one, because this is deviance and not in accordance with 
Ahlul Sunnah wal Jamaah.

Sheikh Taqi al-Din (i.e., Ibn Taymiyyah الله‎ 443.5) said: These are from the kind of Kharijites 
who rebelled against Ali and Muawiyah, and they saw that they were more deserving of 
the matter than them They claim that they are more deserving of establishing the truth 
than the Muslims." 


With this, we can apply this same to how if a Muslim takfirs a Muslim ruler with no 
daleel and accuses him of kufr akbar, with what Sheikh Ul-Islam Ibn Taymiyyah الله‎ 4435 
said, we can apply this to a Muslim who takfired a Muslim ruler with no daleel and how 
they claim that they are more deserving of establishing the truth, (i.e. establishing a 


state with their own Shari'ah or preaching their own ideology etc) than the Muslims (i.e 
the ones whom they takfired, specifically a Muslim ruler.) For example, | can takfir Ali 
Bin Abi Talib +i 44) £L: 5'and believe this to be correct, HOWEVER this will make me a 
kharijite, because | firstly did unlawful takfir as well as this is part of their usool. Ali (5 
aic Ál'was Amir AL Mumineen of course, ruling with Shari'ah Law as obvious. The takfir of 
him that if | ever did would be nullified and would fall upon me and would make me a 
kharijite. | would be denounced as a kharijite because this is part of their usool and 
characteristic as Muhammad Al-Munajjid, May Allah preserve him and what Saleh Al- 
Fawzan said and not just them, any other Ulema whatever they have stated. 


Now pay attention to what Ibn Taymiyyah said. 


Ibn Taymiyyah elsewhere also confirms the emergence of the Khawarij movement 
duringthe end times: "And these Kharjites are not only the armed group that was known 
in history [during the caliphate of 'Ali]; rather, they are the ones who will appear time 
and time again until the time of the al-Dajjal. The Prophet’s particular mention of the 
group that appeared during the time of ‘Ali b. Abi Talib was due to the many traits found 
in them. Anyone in whom these traits are found is counted amongst them, for the 
particular mention of them [by the Prophet (peace be upon him)] was not because the 
ruling applied to them alone, but rather it was because those who were addressed 
duringthe Prophet's time needed to fixthe identity in the times to come." [Ibn 
Taymiyyah, Majmua al-fatawa, 28:495-496] 


Another proof of how following a characteristic of Al-Khawarij makes you one of them, 
and any those from any Aqidah has said so:

As Al-Shahrastani says in Al-Milal wal-Nihal: Everyone who revolts against the True 
Imam upon whom the community has agreed is called a khariji, whether the revolt 
occurred during the days of the Companions against the Rightly Guided Imams or after 
them it was against the followers in good faith and the Imams in every era. 


With the characteristic of revolting against a True Imam, i.e a leader of an Islamic 
nation, we can apply this with takfiring a Muslim Ruler as | stated before, whoever does 
it, is agreed upon to be called a khariji. 


Now, | will answer to your filthy claim of the takfir of King Faisal الله‎ 4435 and how you 
make LIES about him with NO DALEEL! Your filth is coming out too much and | am afraid 
that you do not understand the dangers of takfiring Faisal, | will respond to your filthy 
and disgraceful claims on him, and like what Ibn Qayyim الله‎ 4435 said:

So, here goes. 


You claim from your filth that King Faisal allied with the kuffar? Oh, how baffling, what a 
ridiculous claim to make! This claim is FALSE! 


Rather, he did not ally with the kuffar, in fact he destroyed the kuffar with his trade in Oil 
in the 1960s. He stopped giving oil to them, he warned them that Saudi Arabia would 
take action against the filthy Zionists in Palestine. Firstly, what did he say in 1947? 


In his speech on 22 September 1947 to the United Nations, Faisal said: 


"But today the Arabs wish to repel the aggression of a political minority group, namely, 
the Zionists. Itis a group which does not represent world Jewry. Itis a group which is 
more political than religious, a group whose ways and methods are not different from 
those of the Nazis."

his speech can be found here in page, 19/33. He stated his support for the Palestinians 
against the kuffar and the mushrikeen while he was minister for foreign affairs, he 
stated this to the U.N and did not agree with their filthy taghüt judgement that caused 
the existence of a "Jewish" state in Palestine. He clearly said the Arabs wish to repel the 
aggression of the Zionists, indicating he is with the Palestinians, going against the filthy 


Zionist state and their cause. Now what else did King Faisal à 44s do when he became 
the King of Saudi Arabia? Let us see, 


"Between 23 and 25 September 1969, Faisal convened a conference in Rabat, Morocco, 
to discuss the arson attack on the Al Aqsa Mosque that had occurred a month earlier. 
The leaders of 25 Muslim states attended and the conference called for Israel to give up 
territory conquered in 1967. The conference also set up the Organisation of Islamic 
Cooperation and pledged its support for the Palestinians." From a book titled, "King 
Faisal of Saudi Arabia : personality, faith and times" which talks about his life and time 
as King of Saudi Arabia, documenting what he had done, as you can clearly see, he 
made an entire league that supported Palestine, pressuring the filthy kuffar in the 
zionist state to rehand its territories to the Muslims. 


Now, what did King Faisal do in the Six-Day war? 


"During the Six-Day War, Faisal ordered the Saudi Arabian Armed Forces to be on alert, 
canceling all vacations and mobilizing forces in the Kingdom's north. Following that, 
orders were issued for a force of 20,000 Saudi soldiers to travel to Jordan to participate 
alongside the Arab forces. After the war, he directed that a Saudi force be stationed 
inside Jordanian territory to provide support and assistance as needed for ten years"

Here, King Faisal à 4» 5 sent his troops to help the Palestinians against the kuffar and 
to destroy the filthy Zionist state, mobilising his forces to Jordan so that they could help 
and support the Muslims in Palestine as they were being brutally murdered by the kuffar 
and those who were helping the kuffar. He ensured that the kuffar would be destroyed 
by his troops and that the Palestinians would be saved and that the Zionist state would 
be erased from the Middle East. However, it failed, since we all know what happened 


and the kuffar won. This was the biggest impact on King Faisal à 4435 as his grandson 
stated, Prince Amr bin Mohammed Al Faisal, said "| am told by my relatives, my other 
relatives, after 1967 and the fall of Jerusalem to the Israelis, that was a turning point in 
his life. He never smiled again, according to them. | didn't see him smile much, and he 
became very quiet and contemplative, and mostly he would spend his time listening 
rather than speaking himself." He was heavily impacted by the defeat that the Muslims 
faced against the kuffar, and he never smiled like he used to. His last true smile was 
forever to be his last and his later life would show how much his mental health 
degraded after because of the suffering of the Palestinians and the defeat of the 
Muslims against Israel. May Allah grant him Jannatul Firdaus and May Allah make him 
happy once again in Jannatul Firdaus. 


Now moving on, in the Ramadan War, this was the biggest turning point for the 
Muslims? How, let me show you: 


"Faisal withdrew Saudi oil from world markets and was the primary force behind the 
1973 oil crisis, in protest over Western support for Israel during the conflict. The 
embargo was initially imposed on Canada, Japan, the Netherlands, the United 
Kingdom, and the United States, but it was later extended to Portugal, Rhodesia, and 
South Africa." This was the start of the 1973 Oil Crisis; you can search it up. 


This showed how much he would put Saudi through to destroy the kuffar and their 
affairs in internally and externally, militarily and non-militarily. He destroyed the 
economies of the kuffar and destroyed their transport, putting a struggle for their 
equipment and the lives of the kuffar. This was the biggest thing Faisal à! 443 had done, 
and he had done this for his brothers and sisters in Palestine who were suffering 
because of the U.S and Israel. He showed solidarity for the Mu'mineen and supported 
them all through, declaring that he would oppose the kuffar in any way or form. The 
Muslims supported King Faisal for his embargo against the kuffar, the Ulema at the time 
making fatawa about how this was permissible and how they showed their full support 
for their Muslim brothers in Palestine. This was the biggest shining moment for King 
Faisal because he managed to get the Ummah to go against the kuffar (No need for the 
rawafidh's support). 


Now, did King Faisal rule with Shari'ah Law? Yes, he did:

"Regarding the point regarding constitutionalism, you must know that our constitution 
is the Qur'an, and everything that the aforementioned development work requires in our 
country does not conflict with our basic constitution, which is, as | said, the Qur'an, so 
we are going towards achieving it. As for the political aspects that you expect, our basic 
policy is unchangeable. We adhere to neutrality and ensuring the safety of our country."

He affirmed that the Qur'an is the constitution and basic legislation for Saudi Arabia, 
affirmed that Shari'ah Law, the Law of Allah which is found within the Qur'an is what 
Saudi Arabia will adhere to. 


He also said this, in this archive as well

"The Islamic call, when it emerged from these places and its light spread to all corners 
of the earth, was a good call that called for peace, called for truth, called for justice, 
and called for equality, and this is what our noble Sharia achieves, and this is what we 
must follow and adhere to. 


In your time today, you are exposed to currents and endeavours that attempt to 
divert you from your religion, to replace the religion of Islam with other religions, and to 
replace Islamic law with doctrines, laws, and laws for which God has revealed no 
authority." 


More proof that he affirmed that the Shari'ah Law is superior, the authority for mankind 
and for Saudi Arabia and the Muslims, therefore he did not rule with taghüt laws, laws 
that Allah did not reveal which contradicted the teachings of the Qur'an and Sunnah.

Now unfortunately, King Faisal was assassinated by his own relative, a kharijite named, 
Prince Faysal ibn Musa id, he shot him in the head and caused him to have severe 
injuries. Sadly, by the Will of Allah, he died and now rests in the grave as someone who 
was a righteous Muslim Ruler, whom no takfir can be placed upon. So, Dawla making 
takfir upon King Faisal makes them from the khawarij because they affirm such takfir 
like | explained above before. 


However, this more, because you like to claim that King Faisal was a taghut from 
partnering with the U.S against communism, yet you clearly do not realise, there was no 
military alliance, rather it was a partnership to contain the filthy kufr ideology. Faisal 
was anti-communist, he participated in the battle here, 
https://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Al-Wadiah War which showed that even before he was 
King, he indeed was against the filthy kuffar that supported such kufr ideology, believing 
that Communism was better than the Law of Allah ta'ala. If you deem that itis kufr to 


say that the U.S and Saudi partnered because they were against communism, then you 
are saying that the existence of South Yemen was much better and how communism 
there that affected the Muslim's deen was much better? That is a dangerous statement, 
you then agree and comply that communism was better, and because Faisal took help 
to contain the filthy ideology is kufr? Let me show you what Bin Taymiyyah's grandfather 
said, Al-Majd ibn Taymiyyah (Grandfather of Ibn Taymiyyah) said: *Itis not permissible 
to seekthe help of the Mushriks unless it is necessary. If the Muslim army will increase 
in strength by joining the Mushrik army and they will both form a powerful front against 


the enemy, and they [the Mushriks] hold good opinions about Islam, this will be 
permissible; otherwise, it is not. 


Al-Muharar fi Al-Figh, by Ibn Taymiyyah, vol. 2, p.171 


Bin Taymiyyah also held this view and let's look at the other views. 


Al-Wazir ibn Hubayrah stated in his book, *Al-Ifsah ‘an Ma'ani Al-Sihah” (vol. 2, p. 281): 
“Scholars hold different views with regard to seeking the help of or helping the Mushriks 
to fight against their enemies. Malik and Ahmad maintained that it is not permissible to 
seek the help of or help the Mushriks at all. However, Malik added that it is permissible 
to do so if they are in the service of the Muslims. Abu Hanifah maintained that it is 
absolutely permissible to seek their help or help them if they are under Islamic rule; 
otherwise, itis Makruh to use them. Al-Shafi’i said that it is permissible to seek the help 
of Mushriks subject to two conditions: First, the Muslims are few in number while the 
Mushriks are great in number. Second, the Mushriks hold good opinions about Islam 
andare inclined to it. There is no harm in takingtheir advice, but they should not receive 
a share of the booty. However, Ahmad in one of his two narrations said that it is 
permissible to give them a share of the booty. Al-Shafi’i said: If they were hired, they 
should be paid from money, which has no specific owner. He also said that they should 
be given a little from the spoils. Al-Wazir said: “I see that this case is the same as those 
of Jizyah (poll tax required from non-Muslims living in an Islamic state) and Kharaj (tax 
on agricultural land).” 


So as you can see, what King Faisal did was fine, it was necessary, it helped the 
Muslims and it was necessary, because the kufr ideology was going to spread within the 
Middle East and cause more fitnah and make the Muslims follow an ideology that would 
end up them in Jahannam, May Allah forbid Jahannam from us. So, to say that he was a 
taghut just because he wanted to stop communism, this is an idiotic claim. Besides, it 
is not possible to stop communism alone, it'd require a team effort because of how 
much the people would be exposed to the ideals and beliefs of communism. The 
Soviets were very good at spreading communism, and the U.S couldnt stop it alone. If 
Faisal ever tried to stop it alone, communism would not have just spread in Yemen, 
probably all throughout the Middle East. Even then, the madhabs say it is 


In fact, look at this, from Bin Baz, 


Itis authentically reported that the Prophet (peace be upon him) fought using shields he 
borrowed from Safwan Ibn Umayyah - who was unbeliever at the time - while fighting 
Thaqif in the Battle of Hunayn. 


All the people of Khuza' ah, Muslims and unbelievers, were fighting with the Prophet 
(peace be upon him) while he (peace be upon him) was fighting against the unbelievers 
of Quraysh at the day of the Conquest of Makkah. It is authentically reported that the 
Prophet (peace be upon him) said: “You will make a peace-treaty with the Byzantines 
andtogether you will invade another enemy. You will be victorious and take much 
booty." 


This indicates the permissibility of seeking their help in fighting enemies beyond us. 
What is meant is that it is permissible to defend Muslims and their countries by Muslim 
or non-Muslim forces. 


Itis permissible to use their weapons or armies to help Muslims ward off aggression 
and protect their countries against the evils and intrigues of their enemies. 


Allah (Glorified and Exalted be He) says in His Glorious Book: “O you who believe! Take 
your precautions." 


Thus, Allah (Exalted be He) orders us to take our precautions against our enemies. 


Allah (Glorified and Exalted be He) says: "And make ready against them all you can of 
power." 


The same ruling applies to whosoever commits aggression against us, even if he was a 
Muslim oris associated with Islam. If Muslims fear aggression being committed against 
them, they can also seek the help of anyone whom they can seek their help to protect 


their countries and the sanctity of Muslims against the aggression or oppression of 
unbelievers or any aggressor. 


Muslims are obliged to support one another and cooperate in righteousness and piety 
against their enemies. 


Yet, if they are still in need of additional help against their enemies or against 
whosoever - among those belonging to Islam -forms intrigues against them and 
commits aggression against them, then it is permissible for them to seek the help of 
whosoever stretches his hand to help and ward off aggression and protect Muslim 
countries..." 


Rather you also make the claim that King Faisalis a taghut, or did kufr because he got 
aided in healthcare, yet there was nothing againstthis from the Qur'an or Sunnah or the 
4 Shuyukh of Fiqh or any great Shuyukh. Rather you made up a lie on your own ijtihad 
and said itis wrong. Here, I'll show you. 


*The Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) said: 'Allah has 
sent down the disease and the cure and has made for every disease the cure. So, treat 
sickness, but do not use anything haram’” (Abu Dawud, 3376) 


Usamah ibn Shurayk (may Allah be pleased with him) said: ‘The Bedouin said, “O 
Messenger of Allah, should we not treat sickness?" He said: "Treat sickness, for Allah 
has not created any disease except He has also created the cure, except for one 
disease.” They said, “O Messenger of Allah, what is it?" He said: “Old age.”’” (Al- 
Tirmidhi, 4/383, no. 1961) He said: This is a sahih hasan hadith. See also Sahih al-Jami’, 
2930) 


The majority of scholars (Hanafi and Maliki) said that medical treatment is permitted. 
The Shafiis, and al-Qadi, Ibn ‘Aqil and Ibn al-Jawzi among the Hanbalis, said that 
medical treatment is recommended, because of the hadith "Allah has sent down the 
disease and the cure, and has made for every disease the cure. So, treat sickness, but 
do not use anything haram," and other hadiths which contain instructions to seek 
cures. 


They said: the fact that the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) used 
cupping and other kinds of treatment indicates that medical treatment is permitted. 


For the Shafiis, treatment is mustahabb when there is no certainty that it will be 
beneficial, but when treatment is certain to be beneficial (such as putting a dressing on 
a wound), then it is obligatory (an example would be blood transfusions in certain 
cases). 


Rather, there is nothing against the Qur'an and Sunnah on being aided with healthcare 
whether it is from kuffar or not. | could not find anythingthat states taking medicine 
from kuffar is impermissible or taking help from kuffar in aspects of healthcare and 
medicine is kufr or prohibited, you went and made your own ijtihad from that basis 
apparently.

You interpret taking help from the 
kuffar to be kufr, when this is false, because l already provided the evidence that it can 
be permissible in some cases from the madhabs and what the great shuyookh have 
said.

Eighth: Abolition of slavery in the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia 


The Kingdom of Saudi Arabia is an Arab Islamic state. Since its founding, at the hands of 
King Abdulaziz bin Abdulrahman bin Faisal Al Saud, it has adhered to the Book of God 
Almighty and the Sunnah of His Prophet as its constitution, by which it operates and by 
which it is governed. It issues its decisions in all its affairs from the teachings of the true 
Islamic religion, which are detailed in them, and it was transmitted at the hands of the 
righteous predecessors among the scholars of this nation. 


The problem of slavery was a social problem that existed before the founding of this 
state. King Abdulaziz worked to develop an appropriate solution to this problem, so he 


issued a decree in the year 1356 AH, corresponding to 1936 AD, stipulating the 
regulation of slave affairs and giving them the opportunity, under specific conditions, to 
become free. Underthis decree, the import of slaves by sea is prohibited, and the 
Minister of the Interior is authorized to issue licenses to slave traders. On 9 Jumada al- 
Thani 1382 AH, corresponding to November 6, 1962 AD, the government of the Kingdom 
of Saudi Arabia issued a ministerial statement announcing the “absolute abolition of 
slavery and the liberation of all slaves" ( see the appendixto the document on the 
abolition of slavery in the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia, Tuesday 9/6/1382 AH, 
corresponding to 6/11 /1962 AD ). 


This statement decides a number of matters, including: 


1. The Kingdom desires to abolish slavery, in implementation of the tolerant teachings 
of religion, as: “It is known that the position of Islamic law on slavery calls for the 
abolition of slaves... and that the slaves existing in the present era may differ in many of 
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the legal conditions that Islam has required for its permissibility.” "enslavement." 


2. The Kingdom took administrative measures, taking into account gradualism, which is 
a fundamentally legitimate approach. These measures stipulated, firstly, the 
prohibition of the importation of slaves, then the prohibition of buying and selling them, 
secondly, then their absolute abolition, thirdly, then the liberation of all slaves, finally. 


3. The Kingdom took two financial measures related to the abolition of slavery. The first 
is to impose financial penalties on those who import it, and the second is to 
compensate those who are found to be entitled to compensation. 


By tracingthe development of history, we note that the Kingdom was very willing, since 
its founding, to abolish slavery, in compliance with the teachings of religion, which were 
made clear in Article Ten of the Ministerial Statement, but the state apparatus had not 
yet been formed at that time, and its administrative cadres were not prepared either. It 
contented itself with the measures it took in 1356 AH/1936 AD, as it was determined to 
make a more stringent decision in the future regarding the abolition of slavery. When 
the state's administrative apparatus improved duringthe reign of King Faisal bin 
Abdulaziz, and its economic conditions improved, the ministerial statement was issued 
without delay. The issuance of the tenth paragraph of the statement in 1962 AD was in 
keeping with the global movement, which the United Nations was behind, after its 


adoption of the Protocol of the Slavery Conference, which came into force in July 1955 
AD, that is, seven years before the ministerial statement. However, the issuance of the 
tenth paragraph in the statement on this date was never intended to keep pace with or 
imitate this global movement. The Kingdom of Saudi Arabia was sincere in its desire to 
abolish illegal slavery and to liberate slaves, and when the administrative and financial 
conditions became favourable, this historic paragraph was issued. However, many of 
the slaves, who were granted freedom under this paragraph, were unable to integrate 
into the society to which they emerged. We saw, ourselves, numbers of them returning 
to the homes of their masters, because these were the homes in which they lived, and 
the children of their masters were the ones who raised them, so they became like their 
children from their descendants, especially since many of these slaves were household 
servants. In addition, many owners manage their lives in their homes in accordance 
with the morals of Islam and its general teachings, including mercy, compassion, 
forgiveness, and simplicity of living. 


What seems to be the case is that he wanted slavery to be gone because it was being 
done incorrectly, as this is the case that means that it would have been better for 
slavery to be gone. This does not mean he changed the law of Allah, rather he stuck with 
it and made sure that slavery would no longer be continued incorrectly. If such 
incorrect use of slavery was being continued, what would have happened to the 
Muslims? It would be unfair and it would contradict the teachings of the Qur'an and 
Sunnah which would look bad for Faisal and cause people to question his rule as a King 
who ruled with Shari'ah Law. Rather indeed he only did this to abolish the slavery that 
was contradictory to the Qur'an and Sunnah, because people kept abusing it and not 
treating their slaves properly, and that way, it was only abolished because of that. If the 
Muslims had obviously not abused it, then slavery would have not been abolished, 
rather they would have ignored anything. 


Now, there is another thing, abolishing slavery is not making something haraam to 
halaal, halaal to haraam etc. Now this is not what abolishing is, in fact this is the 
opposite, because abolishing is to make it stop happening, not to make it forbidden, 
rather to stop the use of it etc. Abolishingis NOT the same as making it haraam. There is 
nothing that says abolishing is to make it prohibited 


Now, there is something called halaal restriction, where the ruler can make all the 
halaal in the land to be restricted if he wishes to with a valid reason. 


There is a fatawa about this

and this fatawa has clearly been shown to have support from the shaafii madhab, and 
there is more to the fatawa, as there is two more fatawas explaining it in depth aswell. 
This is clearly permissible, and what Faisal probably would have done. There is major 
support from this of shuyookh and there is no doubt that a ruler can do this. So, with 
this, itis highly likely that Faisal had done this, meaning that it is permissible. So dont 
ever try to think that Faisal EVER changed Shari'ah Law 


Finally, political decisions regarding any issue, similar to the issue of slavery, whether 
issued by the United Nations, the United States of America, or the Kingdom of Saudi

Bin Abbas said this too, if a ruler believes that Shari'ah Law is better and superior, while 
he knows that he is in the wrong, then he is not a kafir, he is infact a sinner or an 
oppressor, which is kufr duna kufr.

The foolish Ulema of دولة إسلامية‎ accepted this way of thinking and their 
takfir, not opposing it, believing that Faisal was apart of the "Tawaghit" Al Saud Family 
and Ibn Saud and yet they are both free from it whatever astray the Al Saud Family is in 
now, whether they are sinners or not. You clearly ignore this, Shaykh Ul-Islam Ibn 
Taymiyyah à 443.5 said: “So they (The Khawarij) are ignorant people who split up the 
Sunnah and the jamaah due to ignorance." (Minhaju's-Sunnah 3/464) He clearly stated 
this, showing that the Khawarij split the Sunnah and the Jamaah for their ignorance, 
which proves my point.

Moving on, you claim that a group's kufr is fighting dawla!? Yet you did not look at their 
ideology and pinpointed their kufr from there, you infact pointed their kufr from them 
fighting your group full of Kharijites? Yet this is another baseless takfir, but this is not my 
point right now. What Ibn Taymiyyah said in Minhaaj us-Sunnah (4/527-) about those 
who fight the Al Khawarij which is enjoining good. 


"Rather, it has been successively narrated (tawaatara) from him that he commanded 
fighting against the Khawaarij, the Renegades, those whom the Chief of the Believers, 
Ali bin Abi Taalib (radiallaahu anhu), fought against at Nahrawaan, after they had 
revolted against him at Harooraa. For the narrations (sunan) from the Prophet 
(sallallaahu alaihi wasallam) were in abundance (i.e. spread, known) concerning 
fighting against them (the Khawaarij), and when Ali (radiyallaahu anhu) fought against 
them, he rejoiced with fighting against them, and he also narrated the hadeeth 
concerning them, and the Companions also agreed upon fighting them. 


And similarly the people of knowledge after them, this fighting (against the Khawaarij) 
was not like the fighting of the people of the Camel and Siffeen and other than them, 
from those matters in which no text or ljmaa' has come, and neither any praise of the 
noble ones who entered into it. Rather, they were remorseful about it, and also returned 
(i.e. recanted) from it. 


And this (aforementioned) hadeeth (i.e. concerning al-Hasan) is from the signs of the 
Prophethood of our Prophet Muhammad (sallallaahu alaihi wasallam), when he 
mentioned about al-Hasan whatever he mentioned, and praised him for what he 
praised him. So whatever he mentioned and whatever he praised was in agreement with 
the truth that actually occurred after more than 30 years... 


And this very thing is the actual wisdom that the legislator (sallallaahu alaihi wasallam) 
was attempting to bring about and nurture in his prohibition of revolting against the 

rulers, and he taught abandonment of fighting in times of fitnah - even if those who fell 
into this considered that their intent (desire) was to enjoin the good and forbid the evil. 


And it is actually from this angle (i.e. intending to enjoin good and forbid evil) that the 
Khawaarij made lawful the (raising of the) sword against the people of the qiblah, until 
they killed Ali and others from the Muslims. And similarly, those who agreed with them 
in revolting against the rulers, with the sword, in general terms - such as the Mu'tazilah, 
the Zaydiyyah, and the Fuqahaa (Jurists), and others. Such as those who revolted 
alongside Muhammad bin Abdullaah bin Abdullaah bin Hasan bin Husayn, and his 
brother, Ibraaheem bin Abdullaah bin Hasan bin Husayn and others" 


Now, of course, it does not excuse those who support kufr ideologies that they are 
enjoining good, rather that groups that refuse to legislate other than what Allah عزوجل‎ 
has revealed, that they have waged war against the kuffar and promised good for the 
Muslims of Ahlul Sunnah WalJamaah, for example, The Islamic Army In Iraq are the 
ones that enjoin good by fighting Al-Khawarij, i.e Dawla Islamiyyah/.42%4) دولة‎ This is 
what Bin Taymiyyah à! 4a» 5 said about those who fight Al Khawarij. 


It does not have to be the killing of the Muslims or any killings of those whom went 
against them is what makes them Al Khawarij, rather the other traits i.e takfir can make 
them Al Khawarij. Yet you only focus on the parts of what makes them Al Khawarij which 
is murder and corruption. To even prove this of their takfir, in one of their magazines, 


they call Makkah, Dar Ul Kufr, meaning land of disbelief. Here in the link | provided 
below that shows this, the Arabic says that the land of Makkah is full of disbelief and 
infidelity because of Al-Saud, and they accuse of Al-Saud (including Faisal and Ibn 
Saud) being mushrikeen and polytheists, which is why they call Makkah, house of kufr 
because of the government. Here they use the words of Ahlul Sunnah to twist their 
narrative.

The Prophet (blessings and peace of Allah be upon him) said: *Reviling a Muslim is 
evildoing and fighting him is kufr." 


Sahih al-Bukhari 7076 
To revile a Muslim, to slander him, to curse him, to insult him, this is evildoing. Yet you 


would do such a thing and what was fighting Al Khawarij known as by Bin Taymiyyah - 
"Enjoining Good" and "Forbidding Evil". That is just another example of how evil you are, 


you and your foolish dreams. You left Ahlul Sunnah Wal Jamaah and deviated away to 
follow your own whims and desires because you could not comprehend how Islam truly 
is. 


Going back to the opinion that Bin Taymiyyah held the view that if you commit anything 
that Al Khawarij does, then you become one of them, would you then go against his 
teachings? Would you then say you would disagree and make up your own ijtihad to try 
justify how dawla takfired King Faisal unlawfully with no daleel? Saying that Makkah 
was dar ul kufr under his rule with no daleel?

Al-Ajuri (died 360H) said: 


They 
regarded them an evil people who were disobedient to Allaah and His Messenger 
even though they prayed, fasted and exerted themselves in worship, and all of this 
was of no benefit to them, even though they were apparent in enjoining the good and 
forbidding the evil, and that did not benefit them because they were a people who 
interpret the Qur'an upon their desires."[Kitabush-Shari ah by al-Ajuri, vol.1/325] 


You, and they have misinterpreted the Qur'an, thinking that you were the "Musa" forthe 
"Firauns" that existed, and yet in reality, you were the "Firaun"s and Ahlul Sunnah Wal 
Jamaah were the "Musa's that existed. We were the Ansar, while you were the ones 
seeking corruption and innovation. You did not learn enough about the Deen, you 
gained no knowledge. You claimed to be from the Salafiyyah, but if you truly were, then 
would you find anyone from the Salaf doing what you would be doing? NO! In fact you 
would find the opposite, and if you found about the ljmaa' of the Salaf no longer 
revolting against a ruler who ruled with Shari'ah Law, you would definitely reject this 
ljmaa' indeed.

They have foolish minds - i.e. intellects. RasulAllah (saw) said: *imbecilic in 
understanding” (Bukhari; Muslim) And ‘imbecilic in understanding’ here means 
foolish, ignorant and not having enough intellect. (Nawawi, Sharh Sahih Muslim, 
12/283; Ibn Hajar, Fathu’l-Bari, 12/78) Ibnul Ather said: “imbecilic in understanding 
(sufahaul ahlam) The meaning of ahlam is understanding and intellect and as-sufh is 
(being) thoughtless and reckless.” (an-Nihayah, 1/434; 2/376) 


They are young in age. RasulAllah (saw) said: “young in age” (Bukhari; Muslim) ‘Young in 
age’ here means youth who have not matured and who have not learned enough to 
learn the truth. (Nawawi, Sharh Sahih Muslim, 12/283; Ibn Hajar, Fathu’l-Bari, 12/78) 
Ibnul Ather stated: “Young in age: an indirect expression referring to youth and those in 
their early years." (an-Nihayah 1/351) RasulAllah (saw) said: “the blessing with your 
elders." Al-Manawi said in Faydul-Qadeer "the blessing with your elders who have 
experience in the affairs and who have preserved many rewards. So sit with them so 
that you may follow their views and be guided by their guidance." (3/220) 


They have a weakness when it comes to understanding the Religion of Allah. This is 
why it has been reported that "They recite the Qur'an but it does not surpass..." 
(Muslim) Narrated from Abu Sa'ed al-Khudri (ra) that RasulAllah (saw) said: *...or go 
past their throats.” (Bukhari) In one narration which is narrated from Abu sa'ed al- 
Khudri (ra), it states: "...their pharynxes (hulooq)." (Muslim) In another narration, it 
states: Narrated from Abu Dharr (ra) *...their pharynxes (halaaqeehim)." (Muslim) In 
another narration from Sahl b Hanif, it states: “...their collar bones (taraaqeehim).” 
(Bukhari) In another narration from Abu Bakrah, it states: "They will make their tongues 
eloquent with the Qur'an." (Ibn Abi Asim, As-Sunnah) In another narration from Sahl bin 
Hanif, it states: "They will recite the Qur'an with their tongues but it will not go past their 
collar bones.” (Muslim) In another narration from Ali ibn Talib (ra): “They will hold it (i.e. 
the recitation) to be for them, when it is against them." (Ibn Abi Asim, As-Sunnah) In 
another narration from Ali Ibn Talib (ra), it states: "They will think..." instead of “They will 
hold..." (Muslim) In one narration from Abu Zaid Al-Ansari, RasulAllah (saw) said: "They 
will call to the BOOK of Allaah, but they will have nothing to do with Allah." (Ibn Abi 
Asim, As-Sunnah) In another narration of the hadith, the Khawarij and what they 
undergo when reciting the Qur'an was mentioned to Ibn Abbas (ra), so he said: “They 
are not as extreme in their striving as the Jews and the Christians were, but yet they 
went astray.” (Shari'ah, 27-28) And in another narration, Ibn Abbas (ra) said: “They 
believe in His clear verses, but go astray concerning His unclear verses. No one knows 
their hidden meanings except Allah. And as for those firmly rooted in knowledge, they 
say: ‘We believe in it.” And he said: “They are in a confused and drunken state. They are 
neither Jews nor Christians nor Magians, so that they may be excused.” (Shari'ah, 28) 


Truly you fit this description, it shows too much. To support the ideology and the takfir 
of King Faisal and Ibn Saud, to call them kuffar without Daleel like Al Khawarij did with 
Ali Bin Abi Talib uie 4 رَضي‎ 


shows that you are truly from the Khawarij and sois Dawla, and there is enough 
evidence | have provided. So, worry all you want, deny all you want, but the Shuyookh 
from the early times have agreed with me, and Allah عزوجل‎ exposed you and your foolish 
state. Either you repent now or you stay as Dogs of Hellfire. You even lied about the 
Prophet ales صلى الله عليه‎ claiming that he had knew about Dawla, but if he did, he would 
have mentioned them, praised them, and described them, but no he did not.
